Help Reduce 
Loss of Heat 


The Federal Housing Adminis­ 
tration urges 
prospective 
home 
builders and buyers to give special 
attention to the windows in struc­ 
tures they contemplate purchas­ 
ing. heating studies having dem­ 
onstrated repeatedly the import­ 
ance of windows as a factor 
in 
heat loss. 
House buyers have learned that 
tight 
weatherstripped 
windows 
mean an essential long-term sav­ 
ing. FHA officials say. 
Builders 
have learned that the most eco­ 
nomical method to get windows 
with the necessary qualities is to 
buy them prefitted as a packaged 
unit, whether in wood or metal. 
From the standpoint of savings, 
a separation of the two functions 
of windows—lighting and ventila­ 
tion—gives a better approach to 
th e problem.

The Federal Housing Adminis­ 
tration urges

builders and buyers to give special 
attention to the windows in struc­

heat loss. 
House buyers have learned that 
tight 
weatherstripped 
windows 
mean an essential long-term sav­ 
ing, FHA officials say. 
Builders 
have learned that the most eco­ 
nomical method to get windows 
with the necessary qualities is to 
buy them prefitted as a packaged 
unit, whether in wood or metal. 
From the standpoint of savings, 
a separation of the two functions 
of windows—lighting and ventila­ 
tion—gives a better approach to 
the problem. Authorities say that 
glass fixed in piace is 
cheaper 
than movable sash.

double-hung windows, such

arrangement will definitely result 
in economies. 


INDIVIDUAL SEWAGE 
SYSTEM MAY BE NEEDED 


In the interest of personal
